v. i>'n the Nushville Union in its remonstrance 
gainst the infriDgementof Uorcrnment team- 
iters on the rights of citizens. Collisions are 
intentionally oommitted by the Government 
teamsters in this city and on the pikes leading 
to it. They will not divide the road, or give 
an inch, not even to lot a funeral pass. They 
jcel perfectly eafe and invulnerable in their 
"iron-clad:!,'' and go dashing in overy direc- 
tion, striking terror to the souls of all diivers 
of smaller and weaker vehicles. This is 
shameful, and chould be stopped at once. We 
hrard a reliable man say that he would always 
get out of their way if possible, but if he 
could not, and ose of them "smashed him up," 
he would then and there apply a remedy that 
would tiiVctuailv prevent a repetition of that 
act by the same man. We know of no gojd 
rer son why the laws of driving or thorough- 
fare courtesy should not be observed by Uncle 
Sam or "any other man,' 7 " to the right, as the 
law directs." 

PitiBONEB Shot. — On Sunday 
i a rebel prisoner at Camp Chase, by the 
nsmeof Hamilton Carrol, of Walker's battal- 
lion, Tennessee infantry, was shot dead by the 
guard on duty at the time. One of the rules 
is that all the lights in the prison must be put 
out at 9 o'clock P. M. On the night in ques- 
tion this prisoner had bis light burning and 
the stove door open also. At 9 o'clock the 
guard ordered him to putout his light; fifteen 
minutes afterward, in passing his tjuartei'3, he 
observed the light still burning. He agiin or- 
dered him to extinguish it, and again 'hi guard 
went his rounds. In coming around the third 
time the light was burning as brightly as ever. 
The guard then ordered him peremptorily to 
put it out, and on his refasal he shot him 
through the breast, killing him instantly. 

Removal ok Obstructions in Chaulsston 
Haiikor. — It is said that the recent high tides 
have swept out of Charleston harbor the much 
feared aud talked of "obstructions." These 
ItVtt floated up high and dry on the bea;hesof 
Morris and Folly Islands, and are instantly 
seized by Ike raea and converted into fire 
■wood and tent frames. Four full sized pine 
trees fifty feet long are lasbed transversely 
with spars, at distances of fourteen feet apart. 
TLese rafts were fastened together and mark- 
ed in scries by upright pol;3 across the north 
channel of Charleston harbor. Attached to 
thtm were torpedoes made of large beer kegj, 
fitted with conical ends of wood and filled 
wi lb powder, into wuk-h a wire was inserted. 
Betind these were linked railroad bars, some 
of which entangled with the raft have also 
been driven ashore. 

Cum If in Chicaoo— Our Chicago contem- 
poraries are again tueming with the revoking 
particulars of crimes committed in that city 
<UniDg the past week. In the Times of tho 
Iti'h we find tne column devoted to a "horri- 
ble domestic tragedy," in which is given the 
details of the inhuman murder of a wife by her 
husband, James Curran, which occurred on 
Friday night. 

In another column we find the particulars of 
an atrocious murder ol a child by its unnat- 
ural father, John Higgins. Aud last, but uot 
least, we find in another place the shocking 
account of a "mysterious suicide — startling 
case of self destruction in a secluded grove," 
from w hich we learn that a very respectable 
looking man was found dead with a pistol in 
ear!' hand, having, it is supposed, shot him- 
Jselt. Name unknown. 




A Commissioned OrriCEit Reduced to rug 
Rasus.— The first instance in the Dtuoo 
srmy of a commissioned officer being reduoed

Madisonville, Ky., Nov. 1G, 18G5. 
To the Editors of the LouisiilU Journal: 

The importance of my subject, I hop", will 
warrant me sufficient space in your valnable 
paper to bring a few reflections b-.-fore the 
public. Some jears ago, even before I came 
to reside in this section of country, a railroad 
track was laid from Henderson to Hopkins- 
ville, with the intention to connect it with the 
Louisville and Nashville road. From appear- 
ances, a vast amount of money must have 
been stent, for a great deal of labor was per- 
formed. The road was cut and graded. I be- 
lieve, entirely through to Hopkiusville, but 
unfortunately all this was done in vain. For 
some cause unknown to me the work so ener- 
getically begun was stopped. To renew and 
finish that woik is my object in soliciting the 
attention of the public. The completion of 
this branch of the Louisville and Nashville 
road, in my humble estimation, would be 
worth millions upon millions, not only to the 
S ate of Kentucky, hut it would also be of 
great benefit to the Federal Government, to 
the latter at least during the duration of this 
war. And permit me to remark here, that, a 
few wteks tgo, our town was startled with 
the intelligence that Uncle Sim had 
taken control of the road, ar.d would 
he.ve it completed in a very short lime. Ttio 
news came by the way of Evansville an! 
Henderson, and how it originate! 1 know 
not, thongn I fear we are disappointed. But 
to leturn to the subject. 

As before stated, the completion of this 
road would bo of great consequence to Ken- 
tuiky. It would open to her a new channel 
to supply her with that bo much called for 
Inel — coal. The southern part of Hopkins 
e.rd the northern part of Christian couity are 
grocning under the weight and wealth of 
coal. Here we are pay iug only four cents 
per bushel at the bank, and ten cents deliv- 
ered, duiicg the rainy season. I have no- 
ticed for the last few years, through yourand 
other Louisville papers, at times when it is 
necessary for people to be preparing for the 
out-door cold, a great cry for coal. The low 
stale ot the Ohio river, at times when coal is 
mostly called for, gives the coal-dealer a de- 
cided advantage. The coal he has on hand he 
can dispose of, in consequence of the demand 
and the scarcity thereof, at an enormous 
price, to the great misfortune and disadvan- 
tage, of the poor, or laboring class. All this 
suffering would be avoided, coal in competi- 
tion with Pennsylvania coal would become a 
great deal cheaper, the interests of this 
part of Kentucky would ba advanced, 
and to the State at large a great and hidden 
titasure would be thrown open were this 
branch, in connection with tho Louisville and 
Nathville road, eompleted. 

The quality of this coal is, in my estimv 
tion, superior to Pennsylvania coal. Here it 
contains a greet deal of oil. while Pennsylva- 
nia coal has more gas. This article when 
burning gives a large blaze like wood, and 
lights up a room sufficiently without the ad- 
dition of candle light. These are few of the 
many benefits that would be gained by hav- 
ing this roud in operation. A great deal more 
could be said, but my remarks will now be 
directed to the interest of the Government. 
It is a well established fact, from the history 
of this war, that ihe Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad cannot be securely guarded from the 
ravrges of a foe, or from depredating guer- 
illa bands. It needs not my commcot on this 
assertion — the reading public is, I presura'', 
aware of the fact. The frequent and nearly 
undisturbed rebel raids into this Sta'e, and 
the tearing up ot the railroad track, arc suffi- 
cient proofs of my statement. Our armies in 
the field have been frequently suffering for 
provisions, clothing, war material-, and many 
other things of the greatest importance in 
consequence of the destruction of (Mxt of uio 
Nashville road. 

This is history. Now when ar» these r»bel 
raids perpetrated? At what times is the State 
invaded and the railroad interrupted ? Inva- 
riably when there is a great, decisive battle 
impending, to give our military authorities a 
dmwback; to stop the sendiog of reinforce- 
ments; in short to hinder and mole3t the mil- 
itary operations as much as possible. In such 
a state cf things, what other transportation 
has the Government got? Oue might say, 
the Ohio, Cumberland, and Tennessee livers. 
This is true enough, but transportation on the 
river is considerably slower than by rail; and 
net alone this, but, during part of the year, 
the Cumberland and Tennessee rivers are not 
navigable at all. It is, therefore, that I would 
solicit the attention of the military authori- 
ties toward the completion of this rotd. Let 
it be done, and in six or seven hours an artoy 
con be thrown from Evansville into Nash- 
ville, or reinforcements can be forwarded to 
the Cumberland Army in the shoitnessof a 
lew hours' time, to secure to our heroic gen- 
erals a glorious victory over the enemies of 
our uation, and, on the other hand, save the 
nation from great disaster. When Western 
tioops are transported to tho Cumberland 
Aimy they are first sent to Indianapolis, from 
there to Louisville, and thence to N-tshville, 
while otherwise, by finishing this branch of 
'he road, troops can be forwarded directly 
from Itid'auupolis to Nashville, Saving a cir- 
cuitous road andgiiDinga decided advantage. 
These, end many more, will be the hippy re- 
sults of having this road put in operation. 
The road is short and can be very easily and 
securely guarded from the depredations ot 
much mi^ebiwf. I will uow submit this sub- 
ject to the consideration of the public, hopiag 
that good may result from these my views on 
this importunt matter.

Rebel Prisoners. — Yesterday afternoon the 
residents of Bread May, and otheis who pissed 
on that street below Fifth, witnessed a sam- 
ple of the rebel army as it is. There were 
torr.e two kundrcd of them, who had been 
tuken prisoners by General Burnside, near 
Knoxville, and such a crowd ot ragjerl, dir'y, 
vsgtlwd job-looking men we never set eyes 
on before. Th<y looked strong aud hearty, 
but their huts and cloihe< were of all eolo:s 
and patterns, and looked as if they hud been 
tit kedlrom rag-bags. They stood f r some 
t ree in front of Provost Marshal M ;Lean's 
office, Bird, while there, we observed among 
tt.cm, and in no better condition than the 
rt bt, Nat. C. Mi Lean, jr., nephew of the Pro - 
o-t Marshal, and son of John ItcLean, ti e 
well-known Clerk of the. United State3 Cir- 
cuit Coii't ot this city. This young man aud 
bis brother John, now a rebel prisoner on 
Jcl:i:son'6 Island, were, two years ago, assist- 
ant eleiks with their father, in the United 
States Court-rooms, over the post-office, but, 
imbibing secession sentiments, tney went 
over into Kentucky and joined the Con- 
frderaie ainij — only to return disgraced and 
beggared criminals.

EAST TENNESSKK MATTERS. 
[From Erowulow's Knoxville Whig, NoTomber 11th.] 
GONE NO&THl 

Two hundred and fifty rebel prisoners left 
here last week for Camp Chase aud Johnson's 
Island, in charge of Colonel Crawford, of the 
1st Esst Ttnnessee Battery. A few of thsss 
roen were political prisoners, and, to our cer- 
tain knowledge, they were worse men than 
tbe portion who ha 1 been in arms.

bell-bound rebellion. They marched o'd man 
Smith out from his he use in Itlouut, and shot, 
him down in the road, iu his sixtieth year 
leaving a poor and helpless fa-nily of nine 
persons dependent on his labor for their daily 
bread. Tho only charge was that he was a 
I.iocolinte ! Th-y cruelly murdered Rev. 
Levi Carter, and one of his sons, in Bradley, 
nnd the charge was that he was a Lincolniio 
ile'.licdist prtacherl They cut th« throat of 
tbe Rev. Mr. Blair, of Hamilton county, a 
Baptist preacher, in the presence of bis family, 
nnd his offeree wrs that be was a Union man ! 
They murdered F. Carter, of Bradley county, 
in like manner, as retugees from that quarter 
report to us. They are said to have murdered 
two of the Carscus in Monroe couutv, for 
no provocation whatever! They murdered 
Rev. Hiram Douglas, of the Presbyterian 
church, under circumstances that would dis- 
giece an Algerian mob! Tbey shot down a 
msn by the nam- of Cuza'tfbr no oth.-r of- 
fence than tbat of being a Union man. And 
these are only if. ms in the long list of wrongs 
and cruelties being daily perpetrated by a set 
ot scoundrels, actiDg under leaders who bave 
been false to their allegiance, to friends, neigh- 
bors, St8tf-s, and to tbe nation. And yet 
when these imps of hell are arrested, Union 
men come forward, impose on the authorities, 
and procure their release.

Does any man in his senses 
suppose for one moment that the Union men 
of Esst Tennessee, in all time to come, will 
not shoot down these Indians wherever they 
rind them, ar.d there also wbo have had the 
txmmai.d of them? We say, slay them right 
and left!

(gyMr. Secretary Seward, in the coarse of 
his incomprehensible speech st Auburn on the 
ere of the late election in .New York, had the 
singular indecency to class Governor Sey- 
mour as a citizen with Jefferson Davis and 
John C. Breckinridge. Under all the circum- 
stances, we think a more beggarly and pitiful 
exhibition of public indelicacy was never 
witnessed. 

Among the circumstances in view of which 
the exhibition was made is Governor Sey- 
mour's official action as acknowledged by one 
of Mr. Seward's colleagues and by their com- 
rj on chief in the subjoined despatches: 

TUB PRESIDENT TO GOV. SEYMOUR. 

Washington, June 15, 1863. 
Governor Seymour: 

The President directs me to return his 
thanks, with those of the Department, for your 
prompt response. A strong movement of your 
city regiments to Philadelphia would be a 
very escoaraging mov&rnent, and do great 
cood in giving strength to that State. • •

To Adjutant General Spr ague: 

The President directs me to return his 
thanks to His Excellency, Governor Seymour, 
and his Staff, for their energetic and prompt 
action. Whether any further force is likely 
to be required will be communicated to you 
to-morrow, by which time it is expected the 
movements of the enemy will be more fully 
developed.

Dear Sir: I cannot forbear expressing to 
you the deep obligation I feel for the prompt 
and cordial support you have given the Gov- 
ernment in the present emergency. The en- 
ergy, activity, and patriotism you have ex- 
hibited I may be permitted personally and 
officially to acknowledge, without arrogating 
any personal claims on my part, to such ser- 
vice, or to any service whatever. 

I shall be happy always to be esteemed 
jour friend, EDWIN M. STANTUN. 
His Excellency, Horatio Seymour. 

One would think, that, in view simply of 
this voluntary and emphatic acknowledg- 
ment of Governor Seymour's patriotism by 
the President and the Secretary of War, not 
even the veriest underline of the party in 
power wonld have the rashness or the obtuse- 
ness publicly to assert or to insinuate that 
Governor Seymour is no better than the 
blackest traitor in arms against the country ; 
yet, what the veriest underling might well 
shrink from doing, Mr. Seward, a leader of 
the party in power and the principal member 
of the Cabinet, has done without shrinking. He 
has exhibited a degree and quality of partyism 
which heretofore have been confined to the 
most jnsignificant and most abandoned hacks 
of the radical party. Surely this is very un- 
like the Mr. Seward who but lately in such 
lofty despatches to foreign lands asserted the 
fqual patriotism of both the great parties in 
the loyal States. Has ',he Secretary indeed 
repudiated the just and magnanimous senti- 
ments expressed in those despatches? It 
would seem that he has. 

In one of those despatches, addressed in No- 
vember last to our Minister at the Court of St 
James, Mr. Seward said: 

In this country especially, it is a habit not 
only entirely consistent with the constitution, 
but even essential to its stability, to regard the 
administration at any time existing as distinct 
and separate from the government itself, and 
to canvass the proceedings of the one without 
the thoueht of disloyalty to the other. We 
might probably have had quicker success in 
Burpreesing the insurrection, if this habit 
could have rested a little longer in abeyance; 
bnt, on the other hand, we are under obliga- 
tions to save not only the unity or the integ- 
rity of the country, but also its inestimable 
and precious constitution. No one can salely 
fay that the resumption of the previous popu- 
lar habit does not tend to thi3 last and most 
important consummation, if at the same time, 
as we confidently expect, the Union shall be 
taved. 

In flat contradiction with this unquestion- 
able doctrine, Mr. Seward said in the speech 
to which we have already alluded: 

Your opponents commit the fatal error of 
supposipg that they can divide the adminis- 
tration from ihe government, and support the 
one and discard the other. No man can serve 
two masters. 

Note the directness of this remarkable con- 
tradiction. While Mr. Seward instructs Mr. 
Adams to tell the British Government that 
with our people the habit of dividing the ad- 
ministration from the government, and sup- 
porting the one whilst supporting or opposing 
the other as it happens to be right or wrong, 
is "not only entirely consistent with the con- 
stitution but even essential to its stability," 
Mr. Seward himself tells our people them- 
selves that they cannot follow this habit 
without not merely committing a "fatal 
error" but attempting the impossible task 
of serving "two masters." A sharper or more 
thorough contradiction was never seen. Such 
is the attitude of Mr.Sewaru.on the supposition 
that he adheres to both of these declarations. 
As, however, the declaration mentioned last is 
also the one last uttered, we may fairly con- 
clude that Mr. Seward has repudiated the first, 
no longer admitting, much less asserting, that 
a citizen of our country may oppose the ad- 
ministration without disloyalty to the gov- 
ernment. If this conclusion is correct, it ex- 
plains, though it does not justify, Mr. Seward's 
abuse of Governor Seymour. If Mr. Seward, 
in the teeth of his former declaration and of 
the general conviction of his countrymen and 
of the mani est reason of the case, really be- 
lieves that opposition to the administration is 
disloyalty to the government, his abuse of 
Governor Seymour, though not becoming, is 
at least logical. Nothing can vindicate the 
abuse; but apostasy can very satisfactorily ac- 
count for it. And here we are quite willing 
to rest the matter. 

We have termed Mr. Seward's speech at 
Auburn an incomprehensible one. It surely 
is. Herein we refer especially to this extraor- 
dinary passage, which is puzzling the whole 
country: 

What if, through battle and suffrage, the 
President who was elected in 1SS0 should, by 
his oppom ntf, be kept out of the Presidency 
ol the Unitea States until another election? 
What if they should then succeed in electing 
a Pietideni in 1864 against the majority who 
elc-cttd Abraham Lincoln in 186U? Can that 
majority be expected to acquiesce without 
voting and without bloodshed in the election 
of Jtffrrson Davis, or John C. Breckinridge, 
or Horatio Seymour? Certainly not; and 
then you have perpetual civil war, which is 
nothing else) than perpetual anarchy. 

What does Mr. Seward mean in this pas- 
sage? Does he mean, that, if the conserva- 
tives should combine with the rebels forcibly 
to expel Mr. Lincoln from the Presidency for 
the remainder of his term and then to elec'. a 
President without allowing the radicals the 
liberty of voting, the radicals, in that event, 
would rebel? Or does he mean, that, if the 
conservatives for the remainderof the current 
Presidential term should overrule Mr. Lin- 
coln's policy at the ballot box and afterwards 
overrule Mr. Lincoln himself by duly electing 
a conservative President, the radicals would 
rebel? Or does he meaD, that, if the conserv- 
atives, with or without overruling Mr. Lin- 
coln's policy at the ballot-box in the in- 
terim, should in 1864 duly elect such 
a man as Governor Seymour President, 
the radicals would rebel? We think one or 
the other of these three constructions must be 
the true one. Which Is it? The last two are 
indeed essentially the same, both alike im- 
porting rebellion against the will of the peo- 
ple regularly declared, and the perpetuation of 
the ascendancy of the radical party by revo 
lutionary means. The first construction 
merely presupposes in Mr. Seward a blind and 
malignant degree of partyism which stops 
short of premeditated rebellion; in other 
words, it simply inplies that Mr. Seward is 



Capable of imputing treason to all of hiscoun- 
tr> men who do not vote the administration 
ticket. For oar p.tt, we own we are con- 
strained to look upon this construction as the 
true one, as it harmonizes best not only with 
the other patta of the speech but with the 
character of the speaker. Either of the other 
constructions appears to us incredible. Heaven 
knows this construction is bad enough. 

Yet it is not to be denied that the last con- 
struction is credited by some of the most just 
and discreet of our contemporaries. Citing 
the passage in question, the Boston Bost, for 
example, says: ' It contains the distinct an- 
nouncement — if it contains anything — that 
ihe political party which elected Abraham 
Lincoln in 180') would not acquiesce in the 
election of Horatio Seymour in 1604 without 
bloodshed II The words we cite have this 
meaning or they are nonsense." The dilem- 
ma of the Post is undoubtedly a valid one, 
but we confess we think Mr. Seward is im- 
paled on the latter horn. In our judgment, 
the words "are nonsense." Yet they are cer- 
tainly enigmatical caough to warrant us in 
terming the speech incomprehensible. We 
submit the whole case to the public. The 
point is unquestionably a grave one. If Mr. 
Seward in truth means what the Post thinks 
he means, the fact at once gives a new and 
more alarming aspect to the national affairs. 
We are accordingly most reluctant to impute 
Euch a meaning to Mr. Seward without the 
fullest conviction that the imputation is just. 
Indeed, we regard Mr. Seward as having com- 
mitted a very serious offence against his coun- 
try in employing language which could even 
give rise to so dark and terrible a question in 
the minds of intelligent patriots. 

So? it is a consoling and even cheering re- 
flection that the radicals of the country would 
not so grossly calumniate the conservatives 
but for dread of conservatism. Between rad- 
icalism and conservatism, on the naked issue 
of their respective claims, radicalism would 
stand no earthly chance before the people. 
This the radicals well know. Hence, they 
deem it necessary to obscure the issue, which 
tkey endeavor to accomplish throagh im- 
measurable calumny. " Hypocrisy, " says 
Rochefoucauld, "is a sort of homage that vice 
pays to virtue." We may fitly adapt this say- 
ing to the subject in hand. Calumny is a sort 
of homage that radicalism pays to conerva- 
tif m. 

It ia ir-deed hard to conceive how any ra- 
tional and patriotic man can give his voice 
and influence to swell the deadly power of 
radicalism. Can any such man doubt that 
the only salvation of our country is by the 
union of the American people around the 
conservative standard? It is universally 
conceded, as a contemporary says, that union 
at the North is necessary to success. Wh»tis 
success? We answer — Peace and the restored 
power of the Constitution, and the Union. 
That is complete success. Why is thsre adivi- 
sion at the North? Because the radical party 
boldly proclaim their intention to oppose the 
restoration of peace under the old Union, 
or any union with slaveholdiug States. They 
assert that there can be no peace with slavery. 
On the other hand, the conservative party be- 
lieve that a simple, steadfast adherence to the 
constitution will give us peace, and, what we 
want, the Union. On which platform is it 
easier to unite? On which is success more 
likely to be achieved? The radical platform 
requires us to abandon the constitution, aban- 
don the principles of concession and compro- 
mise, on which our very government rtsts, 
and go into a crusade for the establishment ef 
a new Union, a new government, an un- 
known structure existing only in the dreams 
of enthusiasts, to be founded on the ruins of 
the best and noblest structure which was ever 
erected by human hands. The other plat- 
form, the conservative idea, proposes to save 
the old structure in all its glory, marred some- 
what by this terrible experience through 
which it will have passed, but substantially 
the same Union of which Washington and Irs 
companions were the founders. On this plat- 
form every .patriotic American can stand, 
ought to stand, must stand, if we would win 
that success for which we strive. 

The wild folly which for more than a year 
w«s permitted to cry "treason, treason," at 
every voice raised for the constitution, has 
been hushed. The accusation of disloyalty 
hurled at the men who stood firm for the old 
Union has recoiled on these who were insidi- 
ously plotting to destroy it. The eyes of the 
whole country are now fixed on conservative 
mtn for help, advice, guidance. All confi- 
dence in radical men and radical measures is 
gone. They are known to be utter failures. 
They have sacrificed too much of blood and 
treasure. The people are becoming of one 
mind. What an intense relief would the 
whole country feel to-day if it wera known 
that some trusty conservative was to be Pres- 
ident of the United States by constitutional 
succession to-morrow I Acting under the ad- 
vice of such men, the people will preserve the 
present administration in power, patiently 
bearing with its infirmities, protesting firmly 
against its errors, and in the right time will 
restore the cons itution to couserva'ive protec- 
tion. Then will bejjin again the story of 
American greatness. 

"History Repeats Itsklk." — We are forci- 
bly re minded of this very common saying by 
a passage in Dr. Johnson's life of Admiral 
Biake. ReferriDg to the great preparations 
of the Hollanders to retrieve their repntation 
after Blake bad scattered their fleet under 
De Witt and De Ruyter in 1652, Dr. Johnson 
says: "Their endeavors were assisted by the 
English themselves, now made factious by 
success; the men who were entrusted with 
the ciiil administration being jealous of 
those whose military commands had pro- 
cured so much honor, lest they who 
raised them should be eclipsed by them. 
Such is the general revolution of af- 
fairs in every state; danger and distress 
produce unanimity and bravery, virtues 
which are seldom unattended with success: 
but success is the parent of pride, and pride of 
jealousy and faction; faction makes way for 
calamity, and happy is that nation whose 
calamities renew their unanimity." We think 
but few intelligent men can be found to deny 
either that this piece of history is faithfully 
repeated in the current history of our own 
country or that the pregnant reflection of the 
great moralist is at least as applicable to our 
affairs at the present time as it was to the 
eveats which immediately occasioned it. 

We have just completed the appointed rev- 
olution in the affairs of a nation as defined by 
Dr. JobDson, having paased from danger and 
distress, through the several stages of una- 
nimity, success, jealousy, and faction, to ca- 
lamity. "Happy is that nation," exclaims 
the illustrious teacher, "whose calamities re- 
new their unanimity." Happy indeed shall 
we prove if our unanimity can be renewed 
without fuithercalamities. But, alas! thatspirit 
of jealousy and of faction which "makes way 
for calamity" was never more prevalent in 
the councils of the nation than at this very 
moment. It is the ruling spirit of the bad or 
weak men at the head of affairs. Never be- 
fore surely was a mighty cause thus cursed 
nnd imperilled by its pretended friends. Never 
before were the administrators of a govern- 
ment so dwarfed and shamed by a grand 
emergency. 

The sole great oiurcts of this war are 
the restoration or the unity of the na- 
tion, the preservation of tub Constitu- 
tion, AND THE SUPREMACY OF THE LAWS OF THE 
country.— .tVen. Qeo. B. MeClellan. 

These are words fit to be inscribed on the 
conservative standard in the coming Presiden- 
tial election, and he who holds aloft the stand- 
ard bearing this inscription or an equivalent 
one will lead the conservative hosts to victo- 
ry. Mark the prediction.

Richmond papers of the 10th contain the 
following: An Atlanta despatch, dated Nov. 
1.1, saja a party of Georgia State troops ani 
Indians killed the notorious Brigon and 34 of 
bis nuu, a short time since, on a line betwe^u 
Georgia and North Carolina. 

A special to the Register, dated Swe'it 
Water, Nov. 12, says the Federals have re- 
moved all their supplies to Rnoxrille for 
safety, and are living on haif rations. 

A special to the Intelligencer says that the 
Yankee officers who deserted and came inti 
our lines report that Grant expects soon to 
assault Lookout, and that his army is on hilf 
rations. 

Two hundred and ten of the Yankee prison- 
ers in Richmond have been sent to console 
the good people of Danville. 

The escape of the notorious Rucker from 
jail has removed the difficulty with regar.l to 
the exchange of surgeons. It is probable that 
the next llag-of- truce steamer from the North, 
which is eipected at City Point daily, will 
biing^ up a large number of our surgeons, held 
as [.rijooers at the North. 

The liibby Prison contains 84 Yankee sur- 
geons, which is quite as great a number as ihe 
Yankees hold. These wi.I be 9ent forward as 
soon as ours are received. 

No news was received here yesterday from 
tbe Chowan. 

We heard a rumor that the enemy were fjr- 
tifving at Winlon, but the rumor wants con- 
firmation. We should not be surprised at any 
time, however, to hear of an advance'on Wel- 
don from that direction. 

The bombardment of Fort Sumpter Hat 
night was continued as usual. Slow firing 
was going on this morning. The enemy fired 
25 shots from Fort Grege in'o the city, doing 
no material CHmege. It is reported that a 
gun burst at the last fire. There has been 
slow firing on Sumpter nil day. The present 
indications are that ib« enemy intend more 
extensive operations. No Monitors were in 
sction to day ; they have retired. 

Fortress Monroe, Nov. 20. 

A steamer has arr.v<.d from City Point. 
Col. living satisfactorily transferred our Gov- 
ernment rations, and also the Baltimore Amer- 
ican's relief luud provisions, to Commissioner 
Uuld. The Richmond Examiner of Nor. 18 
contains the following: 

Charleston, Nov. 17. — Two of the Monitors 
that were engaged are not seen this forenoon. 
A report from Moultrie states that the leading 
Monitor in the fight had ber smoke stack ana 
turret perforated. A report from Sumpter 
stattsthut four Monitors took their position 
t -day near Curntuings's Point, and afterwards 
ptssedup the channel. It is believed that 
tbey carried heavy weights suspended at cer- 
tain depths below the water, to ascertain if 
there was a passage for vessels or a certain 
draft. 

Richmond papers say that six hundred more 
Vankte prisoners were sent to Danviileyes'.er- 
day. One hundred and fifteen Yankee pris- 
oners were received at Libby Prison from 
Charleston on Monday night, among them the 
sailors and marines captured on the last night 
of the assault on Somp'er's b tttcred walls. 

The great ram Missouri, built atSbreveport, 
La., is a failute. She cost the Government 
half a million of dollars. 

No Richmond papers except of the 18th 
bare arrived. 

New Yobk, Not. 20. 

Tbe gold mavket was excited to-day by tho 
unfavoruble rumors a3 to Btirnside, and re- 
ports arc that a French war vessel took out 
to-day $270,000 for Vera Crus, and that to- 
morrow the shipment to Europe would be 
heavy. Gold at one time reached 154%, but 
closed at 153M. 

A large firm operating in gold failed to-day. 

Report says Gen. Meugher has been made a 
Major-Geucrai, and is to command tbe old 
lrishand Excelsior brigades, recruited to tneir 
full standard. 

The Russian Admiral and fleet leave on 
Mondsy next tor Fortress Monroe, where they 
expect to pass the winter. 

A letter from tbe blockading squadron off 
Mobile reports that a rebel ram recently at- 
tacked the fleet, bnt, after three shots from the 
Colorado and two from the Genesio, run back 
under the guns of Fort Morgan. 

Tbe steamer Morning Star, from New Or- 
leans on tbe 14th, via Havana on the lG'.b, 
arrired to-night. 

The expedition sent by water, accompanied 
by General Banks, had been a great success. 
Brazos Island, Brownsville, and Point Isabel 
were captured, and are now in our possession. 
The enemy threw away ihtir guns and fled lo 
S«n Antorio. The casualties on either side 
are not stated.

Memphis, Not. 17. 

Gen. Hurlbut's order, reported yesterday, 
caused great excitement in this citv, especially 
among ti e Jews, a large number or whom are 
liable to conscription. Tbe order is generally 
approved among military men. TU.- s>ldiers 
especially are jubilant at tbe gtneral conswr- 
naiion of the citizens. The tinea are com- 
pletely closed, and all intercourse and trade 
wilb the interior is suspended for the present. 

Cha'meis's forces are again g ther ng on the 
Tailabatchie for another raid. They are re- 
roncd from 0,000 to 8,000 strong, with 10 
pieces of artillery, having been reinforced 
from Alabama. A warm reception awaits 
Item. 

Tbe railroad frcm Jackson, Miss, to Gren- 
ada has been repaired by tbe rebels, and trains 
have commenced running to the latter point.
